Indications in Geneva were that 
China may appeal to signatories 
of the nine-power treaty against 
Japan's Asiatic policy. 
Some Washington observers link- 
ed President Roosevelt's full navy 
declaration with the developments 
between Japan and China. 
In Nanking, authorities denied 


a. report that China would nego- 
tiate a $100,000,000 loan with the 
United States. 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt, former 
governor general of the Philip- 
pines, asserted there was danger to 
the islands' economic independence 
in Japan's policy. He said the 
United Staes has never realized 
the significance of Philippine in- 
dependence. 


GENEVA, April' 26— (IP}—China 
may appeal to the United States 
and other signatories of the nine- 
power treaty against what she 
seea as the possibility of Japanese 
overlordship.

A rock smashed the windows of 
a car In which Mahatma Gandhi 
was riding today, but he escaped 
uninjured from a clash with per- 
sons opposing his campaign to as- 
sist India's untouchables. 


It was the first time the Ma. 
hatma ever had been made the 
object of a physical attack. 


Three nationalist congress vol- 
unteers 
accompanying 
Gandhi 


were injured in the attack, said 
to have been made by orthodox 
Hindus who bitterly oppose the 
Indian leader's campaign to suc- 
cor the oppressed classes. 
Gandhi was 
reported 
to 
be 
threatening to undertake another 
period of severe penance because 
of growing 
opposition to 
his 
movement for the untouchables. 
Gandhi went on a hunger strike 
last year when prison 
officials 
refused to grant him the privilege 
of carrying on his campaign from 
big cell. 
The fast lasted only one week, 
and Gandhi was released from 
the prison where he had been held 
less than a month. 
The Mahatma had 
been 
sen- 
tenced to one year's imprisonment 
for initiating a new civil dis- 
obedience campaign against the 
government.

Aided In Escape.

"Service will start In the fall 


of 1934 or as soon thereafter as 
equipment Is available, and ma- 
chines will be operated in at least 
25 cities at the outset," the an- 
nouncement said. 
"The quality of the> transmitted 
photograph la so nearly perfect 
as to defy detection, in many in- 
stances, from the original photo- 
graph itself—an achievement hith- 
erto thought Impossible." 
The announcement was follow- 


ed by a discussion by the mem- 
bers of the 
service, in which 
about 10,000 miles of leased wires 
will be used.

Details New Service 
Outlined by Director 
NEW yORK, April 24.—(/Ph-Op- 
eration of the revolutionary tele- 
photo-graphlc service .which the 
Associated Press wil give its mem- 
berg was explained today by N. 
A, Huie, executive editor of the 
A. P. news photo service. 
• At the transmission point, this 
will happen: 
"A positive photo print will be 


wrapped • around a cylinder which 
may be 11 by 17 inches in size, or 
half the size of a newspaper page," 
said Huse. 
"The motor starts. 
It travels horizontally at the rate 
of one inch a minute. Thus, this 
picture, If it ii the maximum size 
of 11 by 17 Inches, will be lent in 
17 minutes. 


'A light which falls on the sur- 
face of the'print at.an angle of 
45 degrees will allow the reflection 
of the print's lights and shadows 
through a light valve which opens 
and shuts at the rate of 1200 times 
a second. This light valve fa an 
Innovation In tele-photography. 
Use Light Valve; 


"This reflection 
falls upon 
a 
photo-electric cell whose impulses 
are transmitted over the wires 
simultaneously 
to all 
receiving 
points. 
"These impulses strike another 


photo-electric cell of the receiving 
machine. 
This cell's impulses in 
turn pun through a light valve 
tb a sensitized photographic film. 
"This film ii encased in a cylin- 
drical light-proof holder, wrapped 
around a cylinder identical in 
size with the lending cylinder. It 
is propelled by a motor synchron- 
ized'to the one-millionth of a sec- 
ond with the lending motor. This 
synchronization is one of the keys 
to the success of the apparatus. 
"In the case of a picture 8 by 
10 inches in lize, the reception is 
completed at the end of 8 min^ 
utes. The film Is then taken off 
the machine and developed like 
any negative.

"Both the tending and receiving 
machlnei operate in full daylight. 
When the wire ii not being used 
to transmit pictures, it will broad-

12 bv 20 feet. It requires nine 
months to 
build the machines. 
Twenty-four machines have been 
in the process of manufacture now 
for six w*eks so there Is every 
expectation that (he now service 
can start by Jan. l, 1935. 


"Twenty-four cities already have 
contracted for the' service, involv- 
ing wire mileage of some 10,000 
miles and coverine all portions of 
the United States, including the 
southeastern Up at Miami for pick- 
ing up important news pictures 
from Cuba, the West Indies and 
Central and South America. 


"In the 24 cities, 35 Associated 
Press members already have sub- 
scribed to the service. 


Radical Forward Step. 
'It represents a radical forward 
step compared with previous pic- 
ture transmission method-?. 
First, transmission of a picture 


may begin the instant a print Is 
received in any bureau. Previous- 
ly, one hour wag required at the 
start to prepare a special trans- 
parency before sending. 


"Second, the maximum size.pic- 
ture that could be sent was seven 
by five inches with the result that 
when it was enlarged to a one- 
half page size the imperfections 
were magnified. This new process 
will send a one-half page picture 
requiring .no enlarging.

"The successful accomplishment 
of this evolution, which so far as 
is known is without precedent, 
was only possible through the ef- 
ficient organization o'f the canal 
and the splendid co-operation re- 
ceived from all /hands."

H. Crowson, one of the guards 
at Eastham state prison farm, 
was shot to death last Jan. 16 
when Clyde Barrow and confed- 
erates engineered the spectacular 
delivery by which Hamilton; Joe 
Palmer, Henry Methvyn, W. H. 
Bybee and J- B. French were lib- 
erated. French and Bybee were 
recaptured later. 
Hamilton, who since his suc- 


cessful break 
from 
prison 
has 
staged some of the most daring 
bank robberies In the history of 
the state, took his capture In 
;ood humor. He said he had been 
'having it tough" since he split 
up with Barrow and Bonnie Par- 
ker a month ago at Terre Haute, 
Ind. 


"I've been going it 'alone most 


of the time," he said. "I went 
broke last week and, thinking 
ft safer for a while, took to the 
freight trains. Monday night I 
was laying around the railroad 
yards^ in Fort Worth waiting to 
catch • a train going no where in 
particular. I just wanted to. keep 
moving. 


"I met this guy Brooks in the 
railroad yards. He was on the 
bum "too. While we were waiting 
for a train out, I asked him how 
he would like to go in for somo 
easy money. He said okay. So we 
got off a freight train in Hen- 
rietta Tuesday morning. Late that 
evening we stole .the Plymouth 
car in Henrietta and drove around 
that night picking up some change 
in a few small -jobs. 


"Wednesday morning we drove 
around looking for 
a 
bank to 


knock over. I liked the looks of 
that "money cage" at Lewisville 
so we drove up to the side of 
the bank and I went in alone, I 
didn't" have any trouble, got all 
the money in Eight and away we 
went, headed for Oklahoma. 


"I could tell from 
the 
radio 
oroadcasts we didn't have much 
of a lump on the law. We kept 
changing roads in and 
around 


and through Denton and Collln 
counties. When we got into Gray- 
son county, I could tell from he 
radio they knew the direction we 
were headed and it looked like 
.he racket was up. 
"I had a fairly good .45 auto- 
matic and this guv Brooks had a 
'no-count1 .41 calibre revolver. I 
knew we couldn't get nowhere 
shooting it out so when we got 
cornered—and how—at Howe, out 
we came with hands in the air. 


. Knew It Was Coming. 
"I knew it waa coming sooner 
or later and-I guess I was lucky 
one of the coppers didn't fill me 
full of lead. The poor kid with 
me Is in a hell of a fix. I feel 
sorry or him- I suggested some 
easy money to him. We got it— 
52,200 ag I remember counting it 
while we were getting away—but 
t came pretty costly for him." 


The "kid" with Hamilton was 
T. R. Brooks. He is 21 years old 
and says his home is In Wichita 
Falls. He said he had been trav- 
eling around the country looking 
for a job. Never before, he claim- 
ed, had he been in any kind of 
irouble. He vowed he 
did 
not 


;now the man he was with was 
Hamilton.

"But they are as safe from the 
police as when they were newly 
born babies if they -wait for me 
to squeal on them."

"They've really 
had me on the run. Freight trains 
here and there. 
Broke mostly 
during the last two weeks. Not 
like it was before I went to pri- 
son. I had twelve grand once. 
Since I've been out I erot together 
$6,000 once. But I biowed it in 
short order." 
"How?" He was asked. 
"Oh, now, don't get too per- 
sonal," the Dallas bandit replied. 
"You know It costs a lot to travel 
my pace.

ithe wife of Zebedee, who carried 
her vaulting plans for her sons 
to the ears of Jesus. She wanted 
the best places in the expected 
kingdom for her boys. Out of that

The Ambitious of Parents 
It did not occur to me to -e'ug- 


fjMt this passage from Matthew's 
"•Gospel to the famous editor. Yet 
,lt Is uncannily pertinent to the 
.times. In it we find the foolish 
>plans and pride of parents; the 
.-•uncertainty of official place; and 
.the 'profound principles of pre- 
eminence. 


V- We must deal charitably with 
the action of the mother of Zebe- 
dee's sons. She was expressing 


• the deepest desire of motherhood 
..-that the best the future holds 
* might come to her children. Most 
I parents are more concerned for 
! the welfare of their families than 
; for anything else in all the world. 
Fathers toll and economize, in or- 
der that their children may not 
have to do so. Before babes are 


* out of their cradles, fond par- 
; ents are dreaming of their later 
years. Once I had to bear to a 
young father the news of his 
first-born baby's death. His first 


* coherent word was, "And I had 
* >uch plans for him!" 
T 
Strange, isn't it, that BO much 
, parental love should be so un- 
l wise? Zebedee's wife was almost 
t typical In her lack of discernment. 
» The other day I heard one of 
< those little stories of real life 
' that are forever popping up be- 
J for. our eyes. A New England busi- 
ness man has one son, whom he 
keep* -In a subordinate place in 
his organization. He will not give 
him responsibility or 
authority, 


.nor yet an adequate salary, for 


" 
son is .a man in his thirties, 
erythlng I have will go to 
Charley. I am building up the 
business just for him"—and leav- 
ing Charley without any fitness 
to carry on! 
What a common 
tale! If only he would help the 
son to be efficient, he would be 
really assuring his future. 
One of the Old Fashions 
Salome, wife of Zebedee, was 
following one of the world's old- 
est fashions when she gave rein 
to' her ambition for high position 
for her son's. Mothers in Washing- 
ton and Ottawa and London and 
Paris and Nanking and Moscow 
are today shrewdly playing the 
same game. It is the way of the 
earth to seek selfishly. Little did 
Salome—or the ^millions of sim- 
ilar schemers—reckon with the 
effect upon her sons' associates 
of her inordinate 
desires. Still 
less did she truly estimate their 
capacity for the posts she claim- 
ed.In miniature, the Incident is a 
picture of the prevailing mode of 
life. "Get the most and best you 
can. Rise, and never mind the 
other man. Seek personal ad- 
vantage first. Hold the highest 
possible place, enjoy the great- 
est possible power and ease. Look 
out for Number One." Such is the 
spirit of society; and it i» also 
the spirit of the jungle. 
But it Is not the spirit of true 
success, nor the spirit - of Jesus. 
Well might Jesus reply to the 
Zebedee family, "Ye know not 


what ye ask." Selfishness is al- 
ways short-sighted. In the scram- 
ble for the prizes of life it often 
misses the real' rewards. If you 
would get a glimpse of the nn- 
satisfactoriness of what the world 
commonly calls "success," look at 
the tired, dissatisfied faces of the 
rich old men 
who are whiling 
away the tedium of their closing 
years in 
the 
exclusive clubs. 
"There is a way that seemeth 
right unto man, but the end there- 
of are the ways of death" 


Success That Last* 
Tactless Salome precipitated a 
crisis in the group of Jesus' in- 
timates. And her foolish ambition 
causes Jesus to lay dawn, with 
considered seriousness the entire 
case of the philosophy of paga- 
nism versus the philosophy of the 
kingdom of God. Here we have, 
in a few pellucid passages, the 
whole revolutionary conception of 
life as taught by the Master. 
What He said to the disciples ap- 
plies forever to all who would 
walk His way. Let me quote the 
words of Christ, which are the 
heart of this Lesson: 
"Jesus called them unto Him, 
and said, Ye know that the prin- 
ces of the Gentiles exercise do- 
minion over them, and they that 
are great exercise authority upon 
them. But it shall not be so 
among you; but whosoever will 
be great among you, let him be 
your minister; and whosoever will 
be chief among you, let him be 
your servant: Even as the Son 
of man came not to be minister- 
ed unto, but 'to minister, and to 
give His life a ransom for many." 
Those words should be drilled 
Into the mind of them, stated in 
Latin, "non minlstrarl, sed min- 
Istare," is the motto of Harvard 
and Wellesley Colleges. Great edu- 
cators have perceived that the 
truth stated by Jesus Is funda- 
mental to life. He Is greatest who 
serves the most. 
The Most Potent Editor 
This study of the Leeson opens 
with comment upon the unwisdom 
of a famous journalist. I close it 
with the citation'of another edit- 
or, a greater—indeed, the most 
potent newspaper editor that ever 
lived:—Robert Raike% of Glou- 
cester, England, who, a century 
and a half ago began a ministry 
to outcast and 
needy children 
which developed into the modern 
Sunday School. 
His work after 
sevrlng scores and scores of mil- 
lions of boys an dgirla the world 
around, still continues in grow- 
ing power. Alongside of his pow- 
er, that wielded by the pens of 
Greenley, Dana, Bennett, Walter 
and Northcliffe 
'was transitory 
and trifling. By th« Jesus route 
of self-forgetting service this Eng- 
lish editor became one of the 
great constructive figures of time. 
He Is the leader of a mighty army 
of Sunday school teachers and 
workers whose motto is "Not to 
be ministered unto, but to min- 
ister." 
In this time of transitoriness, 


wherein riches and power a/'' po- 
sition have in so many casi, .tak- 
en wings, it is all Important to 
try to grasp the genius of Jesus, 
expressed In His life and In His 
words, that only service is true 
greatness. Life Is largest, 
and 
lasts longest, when It is spent for 
others. 


that demands no sacrifice of oth- 
er things, that does not life the 
life out of low-level motives, is 
worth little and makes little dif- 
ference to the 
life.—Rufus 
M.

told about it in a recent re- 
port. The engineers used to 
take the attitude that when 
a river has made its bed, it 
must lie in it, unless man 
chose to change the bed. 
The Mississippi is tempera- 
mental about beds, especial- 
ly 
in its lower reaches, 


where it winds about in 
great loops. 


The engineers u s e d to 


perform 
expensive opera- 


tions, 
deciding arbitrarily 


where the river ought to go 
and then digging an artifi- 
cial channel for it. The river 
often grudged using a man- 
made channel. After mak- 
ing several artificial cuts 
across loops, the engineers 
agreed to let the river make 
the next one for itself. It 
did a wonderful and inex- 
pensive job. 


As a result of eight cuts, 


800 miles of river have been 
shortened to 70 miles. Much 
more will be gained here- 
after. The policy from now 
on is, "When the river wants 
out, let it out." 


As a matter of fact, peo- 


ple seldom gain much by 
fighting natural forces. It is 
more profitable to co-oper- 
ate with them.

TOURISTS COMING 


The tourist tide is said to 


be changing. There will not 
so so many American tour- 
is ts going abroad this year. 
On the other hand, there 
will probaoly be more for- 
eign tourists coming here. 


The chief reason is the 


American dollar. While we 
notice little or no difference 
in its purchasing power here 
at home, it will buy less 
abroad. The foreigner, turn- 
ing his currency into dol- 
lars can. buy more travel 
and comfort in America 
than for many years. 


He will be welcome. And 


not merely for reasons of 
profit. We are less exclusive 
than we used to be, more 
interested in foreign nation- 
alities, and s o m e w h a t 
improved in our handling of 
strangers, whether foreign 
or native. The new wave of 
alien travelers will probably 
find as much courtesy in this 
country as anywhere else in 
the world, and better ser- 
vice than in most countries. 
Personal service in America 
is becoming a fine art, and 
a profitable one. 


INTERNATIONAL COM- 


MUTERS. 


There is a tendency again, 


on the part of some officials 
and lawmakers at Washing- 
ton, to harass Canadians liv- 
ing near the international 
border and crossing fre- 
quently for work or pleas- 
ure. 
The Canadian govern- 


ment at Ottawa is so con- 
cerned 
about the matter 
that it protests against pend- 
ing legislation for that pur- 
pose. 


It is best to be liberal in 


such matters. It is annoying 
in some localities to have 
Canadian citizens commut- 
ing across the border for 
jobs on our side, and it may 
look like good business to 
make it as hard as possible 
for .them. But such efforts 
work both ways. 


Altogether there are far 


wore Americans wanting to 
enter Canada, for one pur- 
pose or another, than there 
are Canadians wanting to 
enter this country. Aa such 
Americans know only too 
well, whenever our govern- 
ment makes it unpleasant 
for Canadians, the Canadian 
government retaliates and 
makes it unpleasant for us, 
with more drastic customs 
inspection, tariff rates, etc. 
It is pleasanter, and also 
more profitable, to be good 
neig-hbors.

OIL CONSERVATION 
LAWS BEING BETTER 
ENFORCED IS CLAIM 


CARL ESTES~REPORTS FOR 
EAST TEXAS CHAMBER OF 


COMMERCE COMMITTEE 


TEXARKANA, April 24.—(/P)— 


Carl Estea 
speaking for the oil 
and gas committee of the East 
Texas 
Chamber 
of Commerce, 


said here today that state of- 
ficials in charge of enforcing oil 
conservation 
laws 
have 
made 


marked progress with the last 
three weeks toward stamping out 
"hot oil" production and move- 
ment. 
The 
Tyler 
publisher 
declared 
that since April 21, the Texas rail- 
road 
commission has added 32 
experienced men to the refinery 
and pipe line department. Previ- 
ous to that date, the department 
had only eight men to check 69 
refineries, 70 gathering systems, 
nine- railway stations, and thir- 
teen main lines, delivering oil out 
of the East Texas field. With the 
addition of the 32 men, that de- 
partment now has a force ,or 40 
men.Estes .said 
Supervisor 
R. D. 
Parker is "rapidly whipping his 
organization into shape to keep 
accurate check on all crude oil 
movements. 
Sixteen 
experienced 


field 
gaugers, 
.six 
experienced 


men in the bookkeeping depart* 
merit and six more petroleum en- 
gineers have been added to the 
commission's 
forces during tho 


big drive to force the "hot oil 
merchant" 
out 
of the 
picture, 
Estes said. 


In touching on the refinery situ- 
ation, Estes said that during the 
month of March there was a 
total of 75 refineries in the East 
Texas 
field 
62 of which were 
operated during that month, six 
being shut down during the en- 
tire month and seven of the total 
number were under construction. 
For the month of April, in con- 
tract up. to the 20th, he pointed 
out that there were 79 re-fineries 
in the East Texas field, of these 
plants, 49 have been operated to 
date and 22 have been phut down 
the entire month. Eight of the 
total number were under construc- 
tion. 


Legal Action Taken 


In 
connection with the legal 


end of enforcement, Estes said 
injunctions 
had 
been 
obtained 
against 28 refineries and that the 
commission has 
turned in con- 


tempt charges against 22 of the 
28. 


After a lengthy conference last 
night and this morning, the oil 
committee decided to postpone a 
meeting scheduled for this after- 
noon until May 8, at which time 
the committee ' will convene in 
Tyler. 


"This action was taken In or- 


der that state authorities might 
have further time to bring their 
enforcement machinery to max- 
imum strength 
and efficiency " 
Estes explained. "And at 
that 
time we should be in much bet- 
ter position to take stock and 
see exactly where we are. In the 
meantime, we shall continue to 
storm 
the 
strongholds 
of 
the 
'hot oil1 crowd from every pos- 
sible angle."
